HARTPORD, Conn., Feb, 1.—Hartford was
startied at 8 0'clook to-night by the military
call oo the big fire bell, twelve strokes
twioce .

Chamberlain, that the various compaules
of the regiment shouid be assembled as
proruptly as posslble in their armories
The work of assemhbling them had been
going on quietiy, hut when the order came
later that the regiment be sent to Waterbury
a8 so0n a8 possible, the military alarm was
sounded and to most of the residentas of the
oity that was the first notice that anything
unusual waa going on.

Gov. Chamberlain was in Waterbury all
day yeaterday looking over the situation
produced by the strike of the trolley em-
ployees. The order of Gov. Chamberlain
called out all of the First Regiment, the
first section of the machine gun battery in
Hartford, and the five companies of the
Second Regiment in New Haven, as well
as the Waterbury companies of that regi-
ment. Five of the companies of the Firat
Regiment are in this city and they loft
about 8 o'clock on a special train, about
200 strong.

The same train picked up the New Britain
companies aud the Bristol company. The
Rockville company and the Manchester
company came Into Hartford by trolley
and took a later train toc Waterbury, The
machine gun section went with the Firet
Reogiment.

NEW Haven, Feb. 1.—In response to
a call from the Mavor of Waterbury
and the Sheriff of New Haven cou.ty, both
of whom said that the trolley strike in that
oity had gone beyond their power of control,
Gov. Chamberlain to-day ordered called
out two regimenta of the Connecticut Na-
tional Guard and instructed their com-
mauders to go to Waterbury as soon as
poasible, there to report to Mavor Kilduff
and the chief of the police department
for further orders. Gov. Chamberlain to-
night said:

*I called out the militia because the situa-
tion in Waterbury got pretty bad there to-
day and last night. Mayor Kiiduff called
in the Sheri¥ and the Sneriff calied for
troops, saying he was unable to control
the situation.

*I considered the matter for some time
to be certain of the conditicn. I tried to
telephone to Mayor Kilduf. It was three
or four hours befors 1 could reach him.
He said he could dnno more.”

The sounding of the riot emergency call
on the firn alarm bells in this ci'y was the
first notice the local wu.ilitary bad of tire
fact that they were to go to Waterbury.
The fifteen strokes of the fire telle brought
out many of the members of the five New
Haven companies. By § o'clrck five com-
panies, all fairly well filled-up, started for
Waterbury. The streets were thronged to
ree the militia start.

STRIKE RIOT IN LYNN.

Employees of Shoe Factories Clash With
Plckets—Shots Fired.

BostoNn, Feb. 1.—A battle between strike
breakers and several etriking Knights of
labor gutters and their eympathizers in
the shoe strike took place on Liberty street
in Lynn about 11 o'clock last evening. A
dogen shots were fired, but, so far as can
be ascertained, nobody was hurt, though it
was currently reported one man was shot
in the arm.

Edward Tufts,a Knights of Labor cutter
and alao a striker, was stabbed in the right
wrist and Edward Flynn, a member of the
Boot and Sho: Workers' Union, was hit in
the face several times, knocked down and
kicked. Others, whose names could not
be ascertained, were assaulted and trampled
upon

In the eagernesa of the crowd to eatch
Flynn, who at that time waa thought to
have done the shooting, the mob swoopad
down upon the front door of the Connelly
Home, where Flynn and strike breakers
ran for refuge and literally tore it from its
hinges. The mob weould undoubtedly have
taken vengeance on Flynn, had it not been
for the interferance of Pcliceman Tarbox,
who wae the firet officer ta reach the scene

About 11 o'clock Flynn and & number oi
other local leaders of tha Beor and Shon
Workers' Union vicited the different limunor
saloons on Audre . «iree and *rounded up”
all the strike bre...ers that they cculd find
to escort them to their lodgings in the Con-
nelly block. As the party proceeded along
Market street toward Libertr they were
met by a numberof Knightaof Laborstrik-
ers and pickets, who approached them to
have a talk with them. The first Knights
of Labor man to approach a strike hreaker
was pushed away. The crowd began to
get into pretty clome quarters when anether
strike breaker is alleged to have jumped
into the street and, waving a revolver in
the air, axclaimed' “Get ready, boye.”

In another moment the man behind the
gun began to discharge his revolver. Many
in the crowd in their anxiety and fright
fell down in their efforts to get away and
were trampled urvn.

SULTAN OF MOROCCO WIS,

THE PRETENDER'S
FEZ.

SCATTERS
ARMY NEAR

Bou Hamaras Reported Captured—Re
bellious Tribes Also Brought Under
Submission—These Victories Make
Sultan's Pesition Stronger Than Ever.

Spectal Cable Despatches to THEE SUN.

TANGIER, Febl. 1.—7The tide of war has
suddenly turned in favor of the BSultan.
A messenger, whose credentinls are re-
garded by experienced residents as en-
titling him to complete belief, has brought
news that El Menebhi, commanding the
Sultan's troope, surprised and rushed the
camp of Bou Hamara, the Pretender, on
Jan. 29, capturing the Pretender and killing
or capturing almost all of his force. El
MeneLhi seized the camp, together with
quantities of provisions and ammunition,
and recaptured the guns that the Sultan’s
troops lost on Deo. 28.

A second meesenger from Fez confirma
this news with the exception of the capt-
ure of Bou Hamara, which he denles,
but it has not yet been ascertained whether
the pretender is among the slain, who are
numerous, The pretender's Khalifa and
staff were captured.

There is great rejoicing here, where it
is believed that the Sultan is now infin.
taly stronger than he was before the re-
bellion. Even if the pretender escaped
the popular belief in his saintship will be
destroyed, and he will never again obtain
6 following.

Bou Hamara's previous successes are
ascribed rather to the incapacity of the
Sultan's uncles, who commanded the im-
perial forces, than to his own character.

Simultaneously with the above informa-
tion comee authentic news that two of the
Sultan's kalds have beaten the Benewarain
and Hyaina tribes, capturing or destroying
all their possessions. It has been many
years since any Sultan was able to put down
these tribesmen. Their fugitives, instead
of jeining Bou Hamara, all submitted,
offering themselves as guarantees for the
capture of the pretender. This victory
occurred some days previous to El Me-
nebhi's, to which it apparently led.

LoNDON, Feb, 1.—Mr, Forwood, an Eng-
lishman, writing from Fez uander date of
Jan. 19, records the defeat and submission
of the Hyaina and Benewarain tribesmen.
He adds that the E glishnen in Fez never
hud any idea of going to the coast. The
women went becaus the town was full of
wild trib'smen. The gates of Fes have
uever been closed. There has never been
a panic or any canse for anxiety.

AQUARIUM'S FISH HATCHERY.

Fgees of Rainbow and Brown Treat Now
in the Troughs.

In one division of the Aquarium's fish
hatchery now in operation in one of the
large pools on the ground floor of the
building there were placed last week ¢,000
¢ggs of brown trout. There are ralnbow
trout eggs in prooess of incubation in the
troughs on the opposite side of the pool.

Brown trout eggs hatch out in about
the same time as tiiose of the rainbow trout,
that is, in about fifty days in water of 44
degrees or in about seveuty days in water
of 41 degrees. A wscore or more of litile
rainbow trout had appeared last week.
Little brown trout are expected to begin
appearing next week, the eggs having tieen
in a somewhat advanoed state of develop-
ment when placed iu the troughs.

The rainbow and the hrown trout eggs are
spread on wire traye placed in_troughs—
one method of fish hatchi There will
be Bllced on view in the hatchery this
week sculpin aggs hatching out in jars.

The Porte is doing its utmost to provide
a commissariat for possible operations on
a large scale. It is buying arms and war
munitions, and is seeking by complaisant
acts to remove the possibility of friction
with neighboring G )vernments. It has dis-
missed the Governor of Ipek at the demand
of Russia and has suspended the differential
tariff ageinst Greece and Servia.

Meanwhile the Bulgarian newspapers
are urging the Government to arm and ac-
cumulate stores hefore it ia too late. It is
stated that Servia has already placed an
immense order for arms and ammunition.

The semi-official denials of the recent
reports of Austria's preparations do not
destroy belief in these reports, and fresh
rumors ascribe to the Goverument of the
dual monarchy active stepe to secure her
preponderant influence in approaching
events,

ViexNa, Feb, 1.—At the next sitting of
the Reichrath Prime Minister von Koerber
will be asked to state definitely whether,
as a result of the recent visit to Vienna of
Count Lamsdorf, the Russian Foreign Min-
ister, the Government entered into a binding
agrcement with Russia regarding the pro-
curing of reforms in Macedonia, and
whether joint measures were concerted
in the event of the Sultan of Turkey not
effecting the reforms cetuanded.

ARID LANDS TO BE RECLAIMED.

Fifty Million Acres, Which Will Add $i.-
280,000,000 te Value of Farm Land.

WasHivagTON, Feb., 1.—The acreptance

by Congress of the principle of Federal aid |

in the construction of irrigatiou works
in the Western S ates has given a greut
impetus to every industry in that part of
the country. The people of the Eastern
States are just beginning to realize the
opportunities offered in the wrritory to bo
cpened up. As the propogition nevelope,
a tide of immigration wid inevitably eet
in and this regicn will become one of the
most populous and prosperous in the <oun-
try. It 18 interceiing to note how much
it will mean to the country at large to have
the arid lands of the West reciaimed.

According to the oensus of 1900 the total
improved farm areaof the Uniwed Stetes
was 414,800,000 acres. It i8 conservatively
estimated that the reclaimable area 1& not
jess than 50,000,000 acres. Ite reclamation,
therefore, will add nearly ene-eighth to the
aowual crop-producing area of the country
and will exceed by & hberal margin tle
tiliable land of all the NStates, excepting
New York, on the Atlantic coast from Maiue
to Florida. Allowing forty wcres, the
average size of irrigated farme, this area
+eill make 1,250,000 farms, or a little less than
one-{ourth the number in the United Siates
in 1000. The occupania of thesa farma
aill add directly to the population 6,270,000
and indirectly, in the acccempanying rcer-
cantile, professional, manufacturing and
induitrial classes, at least 8,125,000 more,
a total increase in the populat'on of the
I'nited States of 9,875,000, or nearly 12)4
per cent.

The total value of all the farms in 1800,
including all improvemente except buildings,
was  $13,115.000,000. At $42.50 T acre,
the average value of irmgated land, the
50,000,000 acve: to be veclaimed will add
to the value of farm land $1,250,000,000.  1If
bulldirgs are included the value will be
increased $775.00.000, while the augmented
wealth through railreade, cities, mills and
{acicries is beyond estimation.

The annual value of all the farm products
in 1000 was $4,370,000,000. The average
value per acre of products of irrigated
lands was $14.81. At this rate the area to
e reclaimed will add producte worth
$740.50.000, an addition of nearly oune-
sixth of the life-sustaining powers of the
country.

The number of irrigating ditchea and
canals in operation in the United Statea
exceeds 70,000, and their combined length
s not less than $0,000 miles. 1f joined end
o end they would reach twice around the
world. Formed into one they wouwd con-
stitute a navigable canal, such as the Erie,
%) feat wide and 5 feet deep. exteuding
from San Francisco to New lork, a distance
of over 3,000 miles.
